PLEASE Place Your Order EARLY (This Spring): It is 
impossible for us to maintain sufficient stocks of all the 
varieties we offer, to fill extensive orders received in the fall 
at planting time; thus, we will appreciate receiving your order 
as early as possible, so that we may secure the desired varieties 
for you in good time. There are many varieties which we will 
be able to supply only if we receive your order by May 15th., 
or still earlier, preferably, as the demand is greater than the 
supply. The very best time to place your order is during, or 
right after your blooming season, while the memory of their 
enchanting beauty is still haunting you. Beside being assured 
of receiving the “cream of the crop” in the preferred varieties 
you may have a 5% cash discount, if your order amounts to 
$5.00 or more, is accompanied by payment in full, and is 
received by us not later than May 15th. Also, if the order 
is for an appreciably larger amount, extra bulbs, — larger 
quantities of some of the variet’es ordered, — will be included. 
(This 5% discount, and the extra bulbs, applies only on 
individual orders sent directly to us, — it is not a further dis- 
count on Garden Club orders. )

GARDEN CLUBS: We allow generous discounts in cash 
and extra bulbs on Garden Club orders (all the bulbs for the 
individual orders of your members, — and others, — in one 
Club order, to be sent to one address) of $30.00 or more, if 
received by May 15th., or earlier. 


If you are having a Daffodil, — or Spring Flower, — Show, 
we will be glad to send an exhibit of from 20 to 60 or more 
outstanding varieties. The cost of this exhibit is $5.00 for 
approximately 10 dozen flowers, but this $5.00 may be de- 
ducted from the amount sent us on a bulb order, if that order 
is received by May 15th., and amounts to $30.00 or more, as 
above. These exhibits are available through our blooming 
season, usually the last few days in March and approximately 
two weeks in April; and they can be sent, by P. Post, Special 
Delivery, most any place in the eastern half of the country, — 
east of the Mississippi (except for the northern-most parts 
and Florida), — as well as the Central states bordering the 
Mississippi on the west. 


PRICES: Setting our prices so early in the season, as we 
do, we have no opportunity to compare them with other retail 
prices; but taking into consideration the discounts allowed in 
cash and extra bulbs, we are sure that they will compare 
favorably with others. 


The Daffodils are priced per bulb, with 12 for the price 
of 10, and 6 or 3 at the same rate (6 for the price of 5, and 3 
for 2% times the single bulb price); 100 bulbs may be had for 
70 times the single bulb price. The Tulips, Hyacinths, etc., 
are priced per dozen (no less than 6 of a variety sold), with 
100 for 7 times the dozen price. No further cash discount is 
allowed, to Garden Clubs or others, on that part of the order 
on which the 100 rate is used. 


DELIVERY will be made at planting time, in the 
autumn, — as soon after September 15th. as possible. It may 
be the latter part of October before deliveries are completed, 
in the southern states, but this will still allow plenty of time 
for good root growth before winter. 


Due to ever-increasing Postal rates, we find it necessary 
to change our policy, and to ask our customers to assume these 
charges. The amount to be included for postage can be 
ascertained by calling your local Post Office, and inquiring as 
to the postage on a parcel weighing (give the weight of your 
order, figuring it at 2 lb. per dozen), from Salem, Va., to 
your city. Larger Garden Club orders will be sent by Rail- 
way Express, and these charges may be paid on receipt of the 


bulbs. 


PAYMENT: Cash with order, — or 25% of the amount 
with the order, and the balance September Ist. (The 5% 
discount for early cash orders is not applicable in the latter 
case). Other terms, in some instances, by arrangement.

BLUE RIBBON WINNERS 


If you would like to win a lot of Blue Ribbons at your 
Daffodil Show next Spring, — and who wouldn’t, — here is a 
list of a number of varieties in each Division, which should do 
that for you. Most of them have received R. H. S. Awards 
of Merit (A. M.) and/or First Class Certificates (F.C. C.) in 
the (not too distant) past, — many very recently, — and have 
been consistent winners in Shows here and in England the 
past few years. By purchasing first quality bulbs of these 
varieties, planting them in good well drained soil, and provid- 
ing some protection from wind and storm (by planting on the 
leaward side of a garden fence or hedge, or the use of burlap 
windbreaks; mulching with peat-moss, etc. to prevent their 
being splashed by heavy rains, etc.) they should bring home 
for you more than your share of the Ribbons. If this protec- 
tion cannot be provided, the flowers should be cut as soon as 
they are fully developed, or even before, with long stemmed 
varieties, — and kept in a cool dark place until the Show. 

Most of the varieties listed below, in the various Classes, 
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will be found in the general list of Choice varieties, pages 
6 to 11; those separated from the others by a space (- - - ) 
are the new Jan de Graff (Oregon Bulb Farms) originations, 
on pages 11-12. These Oregon varieties have not as yet been 
widely shown, but they will compare very favorably with the 
others.

pet colored, not paler than the perianth. 
(b) perianth white; trumpet colored (usually yellow). 
(c) perianth and trumpet white. 


(d) any other color combination (such as the trumpet 
being a lighter shade than the perianth). 


Division 2. LARGE-CUPPED Narcissi (formerly Incompara- 
bilis, and large crowned Leedsii), — crown more than 
1/3 to nearly the length of the petals. Examples —

except that the colored crown in (a) may be yellow, 
orange, or red, and in (b) wholly, or in part, yellow, 
orange, red, pink, buff, apricot, etc., etc.
